AlthDUBli the Tlmcs-NcwH sports editor 
■ already has cxprcwcd his opinion ol charg- 
Ina tho public for u.ilnR forest recreation 
areas, wft cannot resist the urge to add our 
two-blU' worth on the same subject. 

While It has been generally known that 
the national forest service haa been charg- 
ing picnicking nnd campaign parties nn aver- 
ago or 50 cents a day or $3 a week In 
about 50 ot the principal forest rescrvatlona 
tlirouBhout tho country, the future planning 
in this respect la not so well understood. 

When Times-News corrcspondenUi In Waan- 
ington reported more of the details the other 
day. It probably opened our readers' eyes. 

This practice of charging the public lor 
using forest reereallon areas may become a 
aeneral policy next year, applying to 4,500 
roreat reservations throuRhout the country. 
Including those In our own vicinity such as 
tho one In the south hills, unless there Is 
sufficient protest.

You probably have noticed the cynical little 
ismlle that creeps over the faces of the small, 
minority stockholders when the president of 
some corporation relers to the business as 
"your" company.
